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Treatment Tibial and Radial Fractures Large 


JOHN KENDRICK, D.V.M.

Fractures the tibia and radius are re- 
sponsible for approximately one-third the 
long bone fractures occurring large animals. 
The heavy musculature surrounding the proxi- 
mal ends these bones makes simple plas- 
ter cast unsatisfactory. This paper describes 
method combining the plaster cast with 
stainless steel bone pins which has been suc- 
cessful treating this type fracture. 


Fracture Healing and Its Relation Treatment 


The proper treatment fracture rests 
understanding the pathology bone 
repair. Healing bone modification 
the healing process ordinary skin wound. 
There hemorrhage followed clotting, and 
then the formation fibrin network the 
clot. Fibroblasts are mobilized from adjacent 
connective tissue including the periosteum and 
endosteum. this specialized granula- 
tion tissue that calcium laid down and bone 
formed. 


Early the healing process the tissue fluids 
remain acid owing the accumulation the 
products necrosis. This causes decalcifica- 
tion the bone that area. Opinion 
that the products necrosis are removed 
circulation reestablished. The moved 
the alkaline side, and this allows redeposi- 
tion the calcium the callus. Evidence 
supports the view that calcium deposited 
only growing callus. deposition de- 
layed and adult fibrous connective tissue 
formed, calcium deposited and fibrous 
union occurs. 


The rate repair should maintained 
high level. Extensive damage resulting from 
delayed reduction and fixation means delay 
clearing the products necrosis, and the acid 
prolonged. Damage important blood 
vessels may impair the restoration circula- 
tion necessary for prompt healing. Early re- 
duction and fixation keep these factors 
minimum. 


Poor reduction may result wide gap be- 
tween the bone segments. This distance may 
such that the callus cannot bridge the gap. 
Also the interposition other structures may 
offer mechanical barrier healing. Move- 
ment any wound retards healing, and frac- 
ture exception. Again the importance 
accurate reduction and rigid immobilization 
stressed. 


Spasm and loss elasticity the muscle 
follow fracture. These conditions increase with

time. The result shortening the muscles 
and overriding the fragments. imprac- 
tical large animals use traction cor- 
rect this condition. Consequently, when there 
delay instituting treatment, some de- 
formity may result. The rate return 
normal function depends the accuracy 
reduction. cases where the treatment 
early and the reduction accurate, the patient 
will begin use the leg before the splint 
removed. Normal function delayed cases 
where there poor reduction. 


Compound fracture offers the added prob- 
lem contamination and infection. However, 
wound treatment must not the expense 
fixation. Good results have been obtained 
human surgery simply cleansing the wound 
and placing the part cast. further 
treatment given unless infection intervenes. 
This method adaptable large animals and 
was used one the cases reported here. 


Operative Procedure 


Tibial fracture the most common fracture 
large animals, but has been the most dif- 
ficult treat and frequently listed among 
the incurable. 


Several factors are responsible for this dif- 
The tibia point where the 
soft structures the leg change from thin 
layer skin, connective tissue, tendons, and 
ligaments heavy musculature. The an- 
terior-posterior dimension the leg the 
proximal end the tibia twice that the 
distal end. effective, casts must im- 
mobilize the bone fragments. This only pos- 
sible the tissues between the cast and the 
bone are limited thickness. The large muscle 
masses found the region the stifle allow 
excessive movement. Distal tibial fragments 
can firmly fixed cast but the proximal 
fragments cannot. The taper the leg 
the tibial region may allow cast slip. 


generally agreed that, effective, 
cast must extend beyond the joint either 
side the fracture. Since anatomically 
impossible place cast above the stifle, the 
usual result that the upper border the 
cast level with the fracture. The added 
weight the cast serves increase rather 
than limit movement. 


The fracture can treated any sur- 
roundings that are convenient for the patient 
and operator. General anesthesia essen- 
tial since the placement the bone pins and 
manipulation the bone fragments are pain- 
ful, and the leg must held motionless dur- 
ing application the plaster cast. Chloral 
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hydrate used most cases. Two ounces 
chloral hydrate and one ounce mag- 
nesium sulfate are dissolved 500 ml. 
sterile distilled water. initial dose 250 
350 ml. given intravenously. The depth 
the anesthesia judged the loss 
cutaneous reflex over the fracture site. Dur- 
ing the course the operation small addi- 
tional amounts are administered necessary. 
This facilitated leaving the needle 
the jugular vein and closing the tubing with

The total dosage during the opera- 
tion for 1,000 pound animal about 500 ml.

Sterile technique essential the pinning 
procedure. The operative area thoroughly 
disinfected and the rest the leg draped 
with towels. The operator must either 
gloved have cleaned and disinfected his 
hands. Both the pins and the equipment used 
inserting the pins are sterilized. The 
breast drill, used, may operated as- 
sistant and need not sterile. 

Four pins are inserted the proximal seg- 
ment the fractured bone (figure 1A). Two 
are placed through the anterolateral surface 
and two through the anteromedial surface. 
All pins should penetrate the opposite cortex 
about inch. The distal pins are placed 
about one inch above the fracture site. The 
proximal pins are about three inches above 
the lower just below the stifle joint. The 
medial pins are easily placed palpation. 
may necessary “bracket” the shaft when 
placing the lateral pins: angle the pin that 
passes just anterior, then just posterior 
the bone, and insert the pin about halfway 
between these two points. After insertion 
the pins, sterile technique abandoned. 

Pins placed described will not encounter 
any large nerves and vessels. The anterior 
tibial vessels lie along the lateral border 
the tibia. attempt place pins from the 
lateral side the leg might injure these 
vessels. 


Reduction digital palpation and manip- 
ulation. Rotation judged from the position 


the hock and foot. Although accurate ap- 
position desired, not always obtained. 
attempt made correct overriding with 


more than the pull one man. felt that 
extreme traction during reduction would result 
wedging the cast following release. 
Shortening several inches easily compen- 
sated for extension the stifle. Varying 
degrees overriding have occurred these 
cases but deformity has been negligible. 

After reduction, the leg held position 
and layer four-inch hard-coated plaster 
bandage (Johnson Johnson Specialist) about 
inch thick applied. This extends from 
just proximal the pins about the middle 
the metatarsus. The pin bars are clamped 
place (figure 1B). They lie parallel and 
close possible the cast. The first cast 
and pin bars are now enclosed another 
inch thick. 

padding used under the cast. 
the author’s opinion that contraindicated. 
Frequently there some swelling the frac- 
ture area. Within week after treatment 
swelling reduced that the cast loosened. 
Padding becomes compressed and would cause 
more loosening. There some discharge from 
the pin sites which would accumulate the 
padding. The discharge does accumulate 
the cast but causes bad effects. would 
difficult apply padding evenly around 
the pins. Pressure necrosis has been rare 
the cases reported this paper. Where 
did occur, was slight and healed quickly. 

one case the fracture was compound. 
The wound was cleaned and covered with the 
cast. removal four weeks later, the wound 
had not healed but bone union was firm. Heal- 
ing occurred about two weeks under treat- 
ment with penicillin ointment. This method 
treatment has been used extensively

The leg examined for further swell- 
ing disturbance circulation. some 
cases where the fracture occurred several days 
before treatment, penicillin was administered 
used, was not available when the compound 
fracture this series was treated. cases 
were discharged about two weeks after cast 
removal. this time there were varying 
degrees lameness. The owner was in- 
structed give the animal much volun- 
tary exercise possible. 

Two the tibial fracture cases were ob- 
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served autopsy three and one-half weeks 
after initiation treatment. One animal died 
generalized necrobacillosis. There was 
some bone infection around the pin site. The 
second died colitis. This animal had been 
supported slings and apparently exhaustion 
was the cause the colitis. There was 
infection either soft tissue bone, although 
there was considerable discharge serum 
from pin sites which decomposed under the 
cast and caused foul odor. Recovered cases 
showed signs infection. 

The operation not time-consuming.

The materials varied different cases. All 
metal contact with bone was stainless steel. 
Kirschner 3/32 4-inch pins were used 


pins were used 700 pound cow and 500- 
pound bull. Steinman 5/32-inch pins were 
used 1,100-pound cow and 900-pound 
horse. Homemade pins patterned after the 
Steinman pin, but diameter, were 
used 800-pound cow and 1,000-pound 
cow. the heavier animals the small pins 
frequently bent during convalescence. How- 
ever, the bending was not sufficient cause 
displacement. The pin did not bend 
and should replace the smaller pins all but 
animals under 300 pounds.

enced, difficult start the pin with that 
instrument. 


Kirschner single clamps were used with 
the Kirschner pins. They were satisfactory 
but frequently cracked that they could not 
reused. had manufactured clamps 
use with the Steinman pin, but the home- 
made clamp illustrated figure proved sat- 
isfactory.

One significant finding was the rapid allevia- 
tion itching dermatologic cases. Besides 
being relief the animal, the control 
itching reduced scratching and resultant open 
wounds and sores. Thus, tissue damage and 
secondary infection were reduced. 


Cases corneal involvement and pharyn- 
gitis require further study. Results few 
cases reported were gratifying but more cases 
must observed enable conclusive evalua- 
tion. the one case glaucoma reported 
the swelling stopped and there was spread 
the other eye after treatment with Piromen.

response Piromen was observed when 
used the treatment canine distemper 
its sequelae, chorea.

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New Bluetongue Vaccine 
Providing Protection 


bluetongue vaccine developed the Uni- 
versity California, commercial use for 
the first time this summer, apparently pro- 
tecting sheep adequately against the disease. 


DR. McKERCHER inoculates chick 


embryo with bluetongue virus. 


California flocks are now exposed the 
normal peak period bluetongue infection, 
and mid-August only few cases had 
been reported, none them vaccinated 
flocks. 


Since release the vaccine, many thousands 
sheep have been vaccinated, nearly 50,000 
them the clinic staff the University’s 
School Veterinary Medicine Davis. 


“Results our cross-immunity tests indi- 
cate that all American strains bluetongue 
virus known the present time are im- 
munologically identical,” said Dr. Mc- 
Kercher, Davis veterinary scientist. 


Thus the present vaccine, produced under 
different names three drug manufacturers, 
providing adequate protection. new 
strain should show the vaccinated flocks, 
said, would have isolated, attenu- 
ated (weakened successive passages 
chicken embryos), and incorporated the 
vaccine. 

Bluetongue, believed until few years ago 
exist only parts Africa, the island 
Cyprus, and Israel, causes severe mouth le- 
sions the animal, results heavy loss 
weight and wool quality loss, and often 
fatal. 

problem bluetongue research has been 
finding susceptible sheep. became necessary 
for the studies Davis to.buy lambs born 
the late fall, after the bluetongue season, 
sure they had not been touched the 
disease. 

Still further study needed, the Davis 
veterinary researchers added, develop 


test that will reveal sheep that have had the 
disease and recovered naturally, developing 
their own immunity. 


Once test devised that will identify 
naturally immune sheep, McKercher said, 
scientists can test sheep other parts the 
country and also learn what animals birds 
may the reservoir the virus that keeps 
alive through the winter. 


Bluetongue studies Davis McKercher, 
Dr. Blaine McGowan, and Joseph Saito, 
senior laboratory research technician, during 
the past two years were reported the na- 
tion’s verterinarians during their 9lst annual 
meeting Seattle August 23-26.

Dr. Carl Norden, Sr., Dies Unexpectedly 


Dr. Carl Norden, Sr., founder and chair- 
man the board, Norden Laboratories, Lin- 
coln, Nebr., died August 21st the age 
65. Death came unexpectedly from cerebral 
hemorrhage during convalescence 
juries sustained while vacation Idaho 
July. 

Born Sweden, Dr. Norden came the 
United States boy, and the family settled 
Polk County, Nebraska. was graduated 
from Kansas City Veterinary College, 1911, 
practiced Nebraska City, Nebr., and later 
became associated with two leading veterinary 
supply firms. was officer the Vet- 
erinary Corps, Army, World War 
the close the war was appointed assist- 
ant state veterinarian for Nebraska, and 
1919 founded Norden Laboratories. Closely 
identified with the veterinary profession 
through the years, also served president 
the Missouri Valley Veterinary Medical As- 
sociation and secretary and president 
the Nebraska State Veterinary Medical Asso- 
ciation. 


THE CALIFORNIA VETERINARIAN 


The Legislative Committee the California 
State Veterinary Medical Association recently 
met with the objective developing plans 
and procedures that would the most ef- 
fective legislative activities relative the 
veterinary profession. 


One primary responsibility the committee 
gather information concerning pro- 
posed bills relating the veterinary profes- 
sion. This can done two ways. First, 
requested that all veterinarians inform the 
committee all bills being proposed that they 
know hear of, including suggestions for 
new legislation amended legislation which 
they may believe desirable, concerning any 
phase veterinary medicine. Secondly, ef- 
forts will made certain assigned indi- 
viduals obtain information from other state 
organizations concerning any proposed bills 
which those organizations are considering re- 
lating the veterinary profession. using 
these two methods will have much in- 
formation possible concerning proposed 
legislation prior the first session the 
legislature January. This will give the pro- 
fession time oppose support the proposed 
bills the local level with their local legis- 
lative representatives before they Sacra- 
mento. Such local efforts are far more pro- 
ductive and effective than efforts CSVMA 
representatives Sacramento. addition 
gathering information prior the legislative 
session, all bills introduced during the session 
Sacramento will carefully watched and 
any bills are introduced relating the vet- 
erinary profession which were not formed 
prior the session, copies will obtained 
and sent local veterinary groups soon 
possible. 


The second responsibility get this in- 
formation out individual veterinarians. The 
committee proposes this by: (1) com- 
piling the bills with separate statement for 
each bill concerning the known pros and cons 
for the bill; (2) send such information 
each local veterinary association either 
mail through member the committee 
who member the local organization; 
(3) ask the president the local organiza- 
tion appoint some member read and pre- 
sent the information meeting the local 
organization; (4) request the local or- 
ganization, after discussion each bill, 
send the Legislative Committee statement 
relating each bill whether the bill 
should opposed supported and the 
reasons for such opposition support. 


The third responsibility the Legislative 
Committee compile and analyze all such 
statements sent them the local organiza- 
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The 1955 Legislative Committee 


tions. this way the opinions large 
segment the veterinarians will obtained. 


The fourth responsibility the committee 
will get the consolidated opinions back 
the local organizations. This opinion will 
the majority opinion the veterinarians 
the state whether any known bill will 
supported opposed. When this opinion 
sent the local organizations they will 
asked support the opinion, whether 
pro con, group action individual 
action with their local legislative representa- 
tives. addition making the thinking 
the CSVMA known local senators as- 
semblymen would well inform local 
related organizations, e., bill relating 
dairy cows, inform local dairy organizations. 
(The CSVMA Legislative Committee will in- 
form related state 


The fifth responsibility the Legislative 
Committee see that representative 
the CSVMA attends each and every legislative 
hearing any bill relating the veterinary 
profession and present the position the 
CSVMA. 


the above plan properly carried out the 
Legislative Committee believes that: (1) the 
veterinary profession will have knowledge

(5) Legislative Committee hearings the 
bills Sacramento the CSVMA Legislative 
Committee will presenting majority 
opinion the veterinarians when they oppose 
support bill; (6) local groups indi- 
viduals will know and able support ma- 
jority statewide opinions. 

The committee believes that the veteri- 
nary profession have any influence 
legislative affairs necessary have solid 
long time plan operating procedure based 
uniformity throughout the state, aimed ac- 
tion and interest the CSVMA the local or- 
ganizations, the private veterinarians. The 
private veterinarians’ influence with local 
legislation, local related organizations and lo- 
cal clients, our only hope being effective 
legislative matters. But such influence has 
coordinated that veterinarians will not 
opposing each other.
